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To what, if not to ſuch a Spirit as this, can we a- 
ſcribe the Powers of your Fellow Citizen ? a Man de- 
ſpiſed for his Trade, his Poverty, his Pretenſions ! a 
Fool, (we have ſaid,) a Madman! what is it that he 
propoſes, what would he be at? can he Dream that 
a little Apothecary ſhould be able to purge our 
Legiſlature of its Crudities ? that in all his Pharmaco- 
polium, he can find a Reſtorative for the Nation? or 
that his Chymiſtry can ſublime a whole People to his 
Notions of LIBERTY and VIX TUBE? Thus have we 
rallied; and yet this very Man, againſt infinite Op- 
poſition, and only aſſiſted by a ſingle Perſon, his Com- 
patriot and Brother- Candidate, through a Succeſſion of 
ſeveral Years, with a Spirit unequalled, and an Ap- 
plication unwearied, hath informed your Counſels, aſ- 
ſerted your Intereſts, revealed your Privileges, pub- 
liſhed your Charters, reclaimed your Rights, oppoſed 
your Oppreſſors, expoſed your Uſurpers, and in Spite 
of Party, Power, Authority, and Influence, is now on 
the very Eve of bringing all that he projected to pals.

CAN am Good, I then ſaid, come out of Galilee ?-+ 
I now can anſwer. Ves Het me ſpeak it to the Glory 
of 91 common Citizens, let me ſpeak it to my own 
Exultation l that it is here, and here alone; where 
the Life of zsSENTIAL LI BERT ſeems at length to 
| * * revive 
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revive; where VIR T uE ſeems to prepare her Sr A 
and her HaBITATION : That while the American, A- 
frican, and Afian Worlds, groan under univerſal 
Bondage; while moſt of Eurgpe hath bowed to 
the Yoke ; while thoſe few Nations, who boaſt re- 
maining Freedom, are enſlaved by their Appetites, and 
prepared for outward Chains by inward Depravity; while 
even in Britain, the Terms LIBERTY and PaTRIOT- 
ISM are ſecretly ridiculed as chimerical, as Topics of 
_ Speculation rather than Reality; it is to Ireland alone, 
as to the Heart, where the Animal Spirits, the Vital 
Heat of Political Nature appear to make their Retreat; 
from hence I truſt to re- expand, to inform their ac- 
cuſtomed Channels, and carry Life and Health anew 
throughout the whole Syſtem. | 

Neither is this a ſudden Rapture, a turbulent Fit; 
it is not one of the Gracchi who hath enflamed you; 
it is not a Maſſianello who hath kindled a ſhort Sedi- 

tion and Mutiny. among you: Faction will have its 

Fever, and Enthujiaſm its Fermentation; but that will 
abate, and this will evaporate. Your's is at once a9. 
al and a lambent Flame; it hath had its gentle, its 
gradual Aſcent, and. is not yet arrived to its due Hear 
or Meridian; it is like a Building, which in order to 
Uſe, Strength, and Endureance, requires a ſober Pro- 
greſſion, and mounts from Story to Story, till che 
Whole is accompliſhed. 3 

Do ye not find, my Countrymen, that this Spirit 
is prevalent among you? do ye not feel, growing 
within yourſelves, a Senſe of Honour, of Liberty, of 
Virtue ? a Love of Poverty, while annexed to Inte- 
-grity ? a Contempt of Affluence, if purchaſed by Cor- 
ruption? I know that you find and feel it. It is not 2 
Spirit that is pregnant with Riots, nor productive of 
Revolutions; it is the Reftoratiou of M hat is 7apſed, 
the Renewal of what is languid, the Preſervation of 
whatever is valuable in. our happy Conſtitution. Ceaſe 
not to cheriſh and indulge it. It is yet encreaſing; it is 
growing general among you. Hiſtory cannot pro- 
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duce any Inſtance of National Virtue, ſo deep, yet 


gentle, ſo full without over-flowing. You are, be- 


coming aBody of PaTrIoTs. The Eyesof your neigh- 
bouring Nations are upon you, and they only wait 
for the Maturity of your Example, to follow and 
be conducted by fo glorious a Track. | 
ARE theſe Things ſo? —— Then lay your Hands 
to your Hearts, and acknowledge from whence the 
Stream hath flowed. Conſider what Prometheus it is, 


who hath ſtolen this Heat from Heaven, to animate 


your liftleſs and unactive State. CON 
You are now upon the Eve of the moſt critical 
Event, of the moſt important and intereſting Period 


of Time, that hath happened ſince the glorious Re- 


volution. Two Seats are vacant to your City in Par- 


hament; and it is not now the Queſtion whether a 
Charles or a Samuel, a Latouche or a Burton, whether 


this Man or that Man ſhall be choſen. My Friends! the 
Tryal is between Power and Patriotiſm. The Combat 
is to be fought between our Potentates and our People, 
between Intereſt and Integrity, between Influence and 
Virtue, If you ſhould elect upon the former of thefe 
Motives, if you ſhould chuſe a ſingle Member from 
Incitements of Lucre or Solicitation ; adieu toall future

But if, as I rather Truſt, you ſhall fight a good 
Fight, and finiſh the Courſe you have ſo gloriouſly 


undertaken; if you will give the great and expected 
Teſtimony of your own Merits, in your Election of 


thoſe two Candidates, who have nothing but their 


Merits to recommend them ; whoſe Studies have 
been inceſſant, whoſe Labours have been indefatiga- 
ble, whoſe Years have been ſpent, and whoſe Perſons 


have been expoſed in your Service; (and you will 


Ele& them) : Though theſe Men ſhould hereafter 
betray You, though it were poſſible they ſhould prove 
recreant to the mighty Truſt repoſed in them ; you 


Will yet have gained infinite Advantages. You will 
Inſpire our whole Country with an Emulation of your 


Spirit, 
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Spirit. You will dictate the moſt glorious Leſſon of 
Duty, that ever was given to our Repreſentatives in 
Parliament. You will convey, together with the beſt 
Security of Priveleges, the brighteſt Example, that 
can deſcend, as an Inheritance, to your Poſterity, You 
will amaze, you will confound your Britiſh Neigh- 
bours, who mult bluſh at their own Corruption 
and Venality, And you wall laſtly impreſsan Honour, 
in Hiſtory, upon the diſtinguiſhed Period in which 
you lived. 

When I look back to the mighty Spirits of Anti- 
quity, to thoſe great and Patriot Characters, whom 
Providence poured in Bleſſings upon the Countries 
and States to whom their Miſſion was appointed; I 
grieve to reflect on the Ingratitude of human Nature, 
and that I can find in the Hiſtory of thoſe ancient 
Benetactors, ſcarce any other Recompence, ſcarce any 
other Return, than Deſtruction for Deliverance, and 
Suffering tor Service. 

When I conſider even thoſe awful Heroes and Pre- 
ſervers of Mankind, whoſe Counſel gave Exiſtence, 
whoſe Courage gave Conqueſt, and whoſe Fame alone 
gives Diſtinction to the greateſt Common Wealths that 
ever were: I behold the Miltiades, the Themiſtocles, 
the Ariſtides, the Socrates, the Phocion of Athens ; 
the Hannibal of Carthage; and the Manlius, the Co- 
riolanus, the Camillus, the Scipio of Rome, as ſo many 
Martyrs to their own Beneficence. And Iam prompted 
to think, that the great Cincinnatus had ſcarce eſcaped 
the Salvation of his Country, if he had not returned 
to his Spade and to his Plocy. 

What is it in human Nature that thus tempts us to 
envy the Power from whence we derive Advantage? 
to deteſt the Fountain from whence Good flows unto - 
us? May Honour and Gratitude, and every noble 
Sentiment that can inform à Brave, a F ree, and a ge- 
nerous People, for ever Defend you, my Country- 
men, from the Equity of ſuch a Reproach! ; 

I lope 
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I hope it is not to be apprehended. The Virtue by 
which you are ſo lately, and indeed, ſo eminently 
diſtinguiſhed, in your Preference of a Man, whoſe 
Virtue is his ſole Eſtimation; your Contempt of the 
Influence of Power, and Solicitation of Intereſt, in 
Compariſon of this your Fellow Citizen's Attach- 
ment to your Cauſe, and Zeal for your Service, is at 
once an Aſſurance of your own Merits, and the higheſt 
Encouragement to the Servants of your Country. 

Iwill therefore believe, that you have a worthy Re- 
ſentment of the late Indignity and Inſult, which hath 
been caſt on Mr. Lucas by the Common Council of the 
City of Dublin; and that thus to ſuffer for your Sake, 
can only ſerve the more deeply to engage your Affe- 
cions. Ss 
Inova the Court of Judicature, into which the 
Sheriffs and Commons of this City have lately erected 
themſelves, in order to vindicate their Officer, is 
Perhaps one of the moſt entertaining Phenomena, that 
Hath hitherto appeared in our Hemiſphere ; it is not 
wholly unprecedented. Former Times have alſo been 
| bleſſed with Courts of equal Diſcernment, and Judges 

of equal Candor. | 
By the ancient Adminiſtration of Equity in theſe 
Realms, if any Man ſtood impeached, the Bench ap- 

inted three Methods of Diſculpation, by Ordeal, 
by Combat, and by Wager of Law. By the Firf, he 
was left to the miraculous Interpoſition of Providence, 
By the Second, the Strength of his Arm was admit- 
ted a full Evidence of the Integrity of his Heart. 
And by the Third, a Criminal was barely required 
to ſwear himſelf Innocent, to add Perjury to his 
former Guilt, and thereupon he was judicially Acquit- 
ted. But this laſt Method was generally reſerved for 
an Amicus Curiæ, ſome Servant of the Bench, ſome 
Minion of Favour. . 
As there is no Abſurdity which hath not, at ſome 
Time been approved; ſo there is nothing ſo obſolete 


that may not again be revived, - 
; | The 
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The my and Commons, canceiving . that the 
Honour of their public Officer was attacked in a 
Paragraph of Mr. Lucas's Second Letter to the Com- 
mons, were ſolicitous to ſalve Appearances in his 
Favour, without bringing his Cauſe too cloſely to 
the Light: But as this was not to be done by any 
judicial Method now in Practiſe, they erected a Court 
of novel Inquifition, and examined what Precedents of 
old might Suit a preſent Purpoſe. - FE? 

With reſpect to the ancient Ordeal, they imagined 
it might prove too fiery a Tryal, and did not chogle 
to truſt Providence over far, for evincemg the Inno- 
cence of this their Officer. The Method by Combat 
was yet more perilous, he muſt here be obliged to 
confront his Accuſer; and what would become of 
fuch an Animal in the Hands of a Champion for Li- 
berty. They therefore diſcreetly determined on the 
third Manner of Deciſion ; here he was to have no 
Fire but of his own kindling, no Combat but with 
his own Conſcience : this indeed could not but be a 
fure Card, where the Gameſter had the handling of 
the whole Pack to himſelf ; thus the Matter was left 
to his nn Appointment, he was to judge his own 
Merits ;- fingle and at leiſure to run his own Race; 
for they very prudently concluded, that he muſt be 
a much honeſter Man, than they took him to be, if 
he would willfully Vote himſelf out of his Employ- 
ment ; if, tor the Sake of Honour, he would acknow- 
ledge his own Diſgrace; if, for the Love of Truth, 
he would Swear to his own Condemnation. © © 

The Defenders of this Man's Innocence, having 
thus predetermined the Buſineſs, had nothing, further 


_ _ to apprehend, than what might ariſe from the Fluſh- 


ings and Heſitations of Guilt, in Caſe of ſome ſud- , 
den or ill-· natured Interrogatory. Forewarned, fore» 
armed. He was therefore duly prepared, and if his 
Leſſon was not dictated, it was at leaſt well conned, 
and ready penned too, to guard againſt the Lapſes of 
his Memory: And this important Affair being *

all poſſible Privacy thus premeditated, prematured, 
and as it were pre- executed, this aweful Aſſembly 
was convened, the grand Conſult began, and they 
thus ordered throughout Europe to be publiſhed the 
Wiſdom of theſe their memorable Proceedings.

© mons, were, as uſual, but partially ſummoned, when 
© 1 found in a principal. Street in this City, in which 
© ſeveral Brothers live, who are of the Commons, that 
but ſome of theſe Brothers had the Diſgrace to be 
© ſummoned, for I muſt ſuppoſe none were called but 
© ſuch as were deemed Vaſſals enough to do what the 
© Conclave of Cardinals commanded, and fo forth.“ 
Now, we the Sheriffs and Commons in full Afſem- 
bly met, having called upon our Officer of Commons, 
and having ſtrictly examined him with Regard to the 
— — of the above Charge; the ſaid Officer, in 


Juſtification of himſelf, produced the undermentioned 
Affidavit.

The Sheriffs then called upon the Commons, de- 
firing them to inform the Houſe if any of them could 
charge the ſaid Officer with ſuch Neglect? to which 
they replied, they could not. A Motion was then 
made, and unanimouſly agreed to in ſaid Aſſembly, 
that the above Paragraph was falſe, malicious, and 
ſcandalous, and that for the Satisfaction of the Public, 
and Sake of Truth, have ordered the ſame to be pub- 
liſhed in the ſeveral News-Papers of this City.

which now returns doubly barbed into the Boſoms of 
the Donors. | 
But for whoſe Sake, Oye Commoys, did this Man 
incur your Condemnation ? even for ours, ye Givers 
of equitable Retribution! for yours, ye grateful Pay- 
maſters of thoſe who watch over you. His Fault was 
no other than his Jealouſy of your Rights, his Fear 
for your Dangers, his Zeal for your Intereſts. Upon 
reflecting how long, how affectionateiy, how inviola- 
bly he had ſerved you; could you find in his Wark 
neſs and in his Warmth fer you, could your Charity,

treat thoſe few Prophets that are ſent unto you. 

If ye have done right, defend yourſelves, vindicate 
the Equity and the Honour of this Action, and caſt 
back the Reproach _ me, who ſtand your Accuſer : 
But if ye have been ſurprized, or betrayed into this Er- 
ror, I wage no War with repenting Frailty, and ſhall 
be the fir to promote and publiſh your Apology.
